 IT IS ORDERED that any self-represented litigant who wishes to serve a subpoena 

must file a motion with the Court for issuance of the subpoena.  The motion must (1) be in 

writing, (2) attach a copy of the proposed subpoena, (3) set forth the name and address of 

the witness to be subpoenaed and the custodian and general nature of any documents 

requested, and (4) state with particularity the reasons for seeking the testimony and 

documents.  The assigned judge shall determine whether the requested subpoena shall 

issue.  Issuance of the subpoena shall not preclude any witness or person subpoenaed, or 

other interested party, from contesting the subpoena.
